CHARGES AGAINST 
CAPT. EUSTACE. 


PUCKANE PUBLICAN’S 
EVIDENCE. 

In the Dublin Police Court yesterday, Mr. 

Lupton, K-€., resumed the hearing of the 


charge against Captain Eustace, M.F.H., 
Tipperary, of having, on or about the 15th 


December, 1923, broken into the warehouse of 
the Grand Ganal Company at Kilgarvan quay, |. 


Co. Tipperary, and stolen a quantity of goods, 
the sdapertt of the company. On a secon 
count the accused was charged with receiving 
the gooda knowing them to have been stolen. 
Mr, John O'Byrne (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor) prosecuted ; and. Mr. Joseph 
O'Connor (instructed by Messrs. Findlater and 


Co.) defended. ; 

At the opening of the hearing, Mr. O Byrne 
entered an additional charge against the 
‘accused—viz., that he conspired with two 
other men, not in custody, and with Mrs, 
Phvllis Cecil Coldwell to rob the stores of the 
Grand Canal Company at Kilgsrvan quay. , 

The evidence already given was repeated on 
the new charge. 

John J. Blake, publican, of Puckane, Co. 
Tipperary, stated that on the night -of 15th 
December he was awakened by a oud knock- 
ing at the front door. Demanding who was 
there, he recognised the voice 
Kustece, who shou “John, John, for 
God's sake come down and give us a drink. 
My car is after getting broken up.” The 
captain said that he had with him a lady 
friend and two gentlemen friends. Witness 
opened the door, and to his surprise two 
strangers walked in. He as one of them 
where waa Captain Eustace, and the reply 
was: “He is all right; he will be in ina 
second.” 

Captain Eustace and the “lady friend”’ 
then walked jn, the former calling for drinks, 
which the witness served. When going to the 
till behind the counter he saw t mó was 
watched by the two strangers and slipped the 
money ioto his pocket. More drinks having 
been served, the captain and the woman went 
ont to the cat. Immediately the other men 
produced revolvers, which they placed on the 
countet, one of them remarking: “I have 
already shat fourteen with this.” 

The other man then informed the witness 
that he and his companions had a little scrap 
with the Guards at Coolbawn and that they 
had robbed the stores at Kilgarvan of 
biscuits, bacon, jam, etc. He asked the wit- 
ness if he would keep the goods for him, but 
he replied that he would not take stolen goods. 
Both mun then went out and returnéd with 
six tins of hiscvits and five or six flitches of 
bacon, and asked him to tot up the price and 
pay them. He asked them to Jet him go up 
stairs to his wife in order to get her to write 
out a cheque, but the smaller man, who had 
him covered with a revolver, would not allow 
him. ~. 

Turning to the whiskey on the shop shelves, 
this man Said, “‘ There's bags of suil there.’ 
He took up his revolver, and as he was ex- 
amining it the witness whipped up án iron bar 
off the counter and hit the other man three 
times with it, the last blow knocking his 
revolver to the floor. This man rushed out to 
the street, and the witness grappled with the 
other fellow. Captain Eustace and the woman 
came in, but refused to interfere. 

Though the witness and his wife appealed 
to Captain Eustace to interfere. he refused, 
He stood smoking a cigarette with his back to 
the fire. The small man then asked Captain 
Fustace to take his revolver, but witness's 
wife, slipping .ber hand behind the small 
man’s back, totk the revolver. Captain 
Eustace, when asked by the smal! man if that 
were his hand, said ' Yes.” Witness then 
released the man. 

The noise of & motor car approaching was 
then heard. The woman said that if it was a 
private car and halted they should fire on it. 

To Mr. O’Comnor—He never saw the two 
men before. 

The further hearing of the case was ad- 
journed until 10.0"clock this morning.

The prisoner was convicted of manslaughter, 
and was allowed out on his own recognisatce 
to keep the peace for three years. 

BANK ROBBERY.

John McClune, and robbed him of £720 10s., 
the property of the Munster and Leiuster 
Bank, at Dunlavin on the 19th May, 1922.

They then compelled Mr. Keeffe, the 
cashier, and the witness to open sale, and 
they took away £720 10s. Abont £600 was 
afterwards returned, so that the actual loss 
to tlie bank was £220. . a pt 

In reply to MP. ‘Lynn; thé witness said that 
he did not identify the: prisoner. 

John J. Keeffe, cashier at the bank, said 
that he was brought from his lodgings by the 
men to the bank, and was then compelled 
to open the safe. 

Detective Sergeant Kirwan depoged to the 
arrest of the si “mm at his heuse; at Tina- 
hely, in October. jast. bse charged with 
having taken part in the robbery, the prisoner 
said the charge was unfound Two weeks 
before the witdess arrested two men, named 
Cahill and McDonnell, and when he brought 
O'Rourke to Naas Military Bartacks, Cahill 
and O'Donnell made statements in the pre- 
sence of the prisoner, The prisoner said— 
“Now that yeu have heard their side of the 
story, I might. as well tell you mine.” He 
then made a statement, which was taken down 
in writing and signed by him. 

Detective Sergeant Coogan said that he. 
with two other officers, went on the night of 
October lat to the house of the prisoner to 
arrest his son, Hugh. The son was not at 
home, and they arrested the prisoner. The 
witness wag in the military berracks, Naas, 
on October Sth, when the prisoner made and 
signed the following statement :— 

“I remeniber the night of the 19th May, 
1922. I was inside the door of the Munster 
and Leinster Bank, Duniavin, whilst Andrew 
O'Neill and Hugh O'Rourke were taking the 
money. We took it out—about £600—sn 

ut it in a waiting motor car. We proceeded 
in the car to Myshall, when the cer broke 
down.

DEBATE RESUMED.

MH. FIGGIS'S PERSONAL 
STATEMENT. 


When the debate on the interim report 
of the Committee on.Broadcasting was re- 
sumed yesterday in the Dail, Mr. Darrell 
Figgis asked leave to make a personal ex- 
planation on a matter that arose in the course 
of the debate on Thursday evening. When 
it was stated that another committee would 
be appointed to investigate further matters 
that: had cropped up, he took it that it was 
now, so far as he was concerned, a subject 
that was auh judice, and he left the chamber 
deliberately. When he had gone the Post- 
master-General, according to the morning 
papers, mentioned his name in a further con- 
nection. The Postmaster-General stated, or 
inferred, or suggested, that he (Deputy 
Figgis) was moving. in the interests of the 
Marconi Company. In this connection his 
name was linked with that of another deputy 
not present. He had neither the honour nor 
the advantage of khowing avything about 
the Marconi Company.. Furthermore, it was 
ouly after a suggestion to that effect had 
been made in the Committee by the Post- 
master-General that he learned that the com- 
pany had an establishment in this country, 
and people attached to it, one of whom is a 
Senator. He discovered that only after 
deliberate inquiry. 

He wanted to draw attention to the kind 
of procedure that had been adopted without 
in aby way adverting to any matters still 
the subject of inquiry. It was said that a 
document was handed in reflecting on |.im- 
self and his actions long prior to wireless, 
long prior to his becoming a member of the 
Dail. When addressing the House on Thurs- 
daly he very carefully avoided using. words 
that he was tempted to use. | 

'“T now ask,’ he went on, “ ifthe process 
that has been adopted is not a process of 
blackmail, what is it? On what basis was 
the suggestion of yesterday made? I! learnt 
when the matter was first mentioned that it 
arose in this way, that the Postmaster- 
General appointed a detective to frequent the 
lobbies of this House to watch deputies. 
I] learn that that detective saw a certain 
erson speaking to me in the lobby. It is 
tet. that he did speak to me, but I did not 
know that he had any connection with the 
Marconi Company. 


TWO QUESTIONS. 

There were two matters involved in this. 
The first was in’ regard to the inquiry. 
The second was whether the Postmaster- 
(Jeneral was justified in bringing detectives 
into the lobbies. 

The Postmaster-General said that he 
thought the deputy was outstepping matters. 

I'he Speaker said that these matters could 
be more suitably discussed by a special com- 
mittee of investigation. He sympathised with 
Deputy Figgis in his desire to have the air 
cleared. 

Mr. Figgis said that he was perfectly will. 
in; to leave the matter to the special coim- 
mittee, with his emphatic and deliberate 
denial of the suggestion that was made. His 
yniv interest was not in connection with 
wireless broadcasting. He had no connection 
with any company interest. His only 
interest was in connection with the White 
Paper. He asked, if the accusations made 
were not a process of blackmail, he would like 
His chief interest 
in the matter was that these things should 
remain under the charge of the Minister for 
Finance, 

Professor Magennis said that there was no- 
thing in the terms of reference to the Com- 
mittee to decide whether the Press should be 
present or not, There had been persistent 
denunciation of the Committee by certain 
newspapers, because of its policy of secrecy. 
There were certain regulations which pe. 
initted. the presence of the Press at the il 
and special committees. Their Committee was 
2 special Committee. It was not in the strict 
sense a Departmental Committee, although 
i was an inquiry into departmental proce- 
úire, 

[he Standing Orders made it clear that the 
Press were at liberty to be present, but did 
not confer upon the Press the right to be pre- 
sen! There were other committees oí the 
House at which the Press made no applica- 
tion to be present; and no application for the 

Pesence of the Press was ode to the Broad- 
“esting Committee until the twelfth day of 
its sitting. There was then a majority vote 
that, as all the matters of graft or implica- 
tions. of graft and corruptior had already 
been disposed of, and the Committee were 
entering upon a calmer scene, the admis- 
sion of the Press at that stage would have 
given a wrong impression to the public. 

It was vot through any hostility to the 
Press that their decision was come to, but 
because it would only. make their difficulties 
greater. They regretted that the Press had 
not been there from the beginning. He asked 
the Spe 's xuling whether the Committee 
were j in acting as they did. 

The Spesker said that the Dail had ap- 
pointed Committee, and had given no in- 
structions whether the proceedings should be 
public or private, and the Committee were 
within their rights in deciding that the Press 
should not be Bayon 

The Postmaster-General said that the Press 
reports of his speech yesterday conveved the 
impression that the Committce was eset og 
by certain exterior forces. If his speech 
convey that ion he wished it to bf 
understood that it was in. no way applicable 
to what he had in his mind. He did not, for 


one instant, wish to convey that the Com-} 


itte its decision on any other 
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one decision, which was very definite—para- 
staph 4, Sub-section E 

he question was: “Should the public in- 
terest require that the concession be given 
to a composite company, is the Irish Broad- 
casting Company, as set out in the White 
Paper, such in its inception, formation, and 
composition, as io warrant the grant 
to it of the broadcasting concession’ ” 
The Committee’s answer was “No.” 
If he correctly- interpreted the. Post- 
master-General’s statement,: it was to the 
effect, that the answer should be ''ves.” If 
he was wrong, it was due to the House and 
the Postmaster-General that he should be put 
right. That was the whole question at issue. 

he Postmaster-General suggested that 
if the evidence before the Committee was 
before the Dail they would scarcely adopt 
the suggestion. The Dail had set op a 
Committee to examine the problem; and hed 
had the benefit of its advice. There was no 
minority report from any members of it. 

The Postmaster-General’s main idea was to 
provide a service for the public which the 
public needed. i 

Having referred to the question of evi- 
dence, which involved the introduction of 
entirely extraneous documentg; President Cos- 
grave said that it was unfortunate that one 
document refiected on the honour of an in- 
dividual and the honour of the House. ' 

The next incident in the matter was that 
there was a gentleman connected with this 
company who held a high position in the 
ecuntry. He did not know a man of greater 
integrity than thé gentleman in question, Mr. 
Dowdall. He took. it that that was the 
judgment of the Committee.

A constitutional position, such as they had 
so far not had to deal with, had arisen, and 
the Government left the decision to a free 
vote of the House.

‘*Luxor, February 15, 1924—The Tomb of 
Tut-Ankh-Amen is closed until further orders, 
and neither Mr. Carter nor his collaborators, 
nor any members of the Service, nor any other 
persons are permitted to enter. This applies 
both to the Tomb of Tut-Ankh-Amen and 
Number 15, serving as laboratory. The follow- 
ing disposition is made for arding and 
carrying out this order (here follows an order 
to three Effendis to take a turn of a day and 
a night each in the valley with an officer of 
police). In case of any unusual event taking 
place immediate notification is to be sent by 
telephone to the Chief Inspector of Antiquities 
at Luxor and to the Mamur, the latter to 
inform. the Mudir of Keneh. The Chief 
Inspector of Antiquities will be in charge. 

“I asked if I might have a copy of the 
Order since I had never seen it. Ibrahim 
Effendi said he was unable to give it without 
the permission of the Chief Inspector, and he 
telephoned for it. I asked him when the order 
was sent out, and he said it was givén to 
the Inspector then on duty in the valley on 
Wednesday, (Se 135th inst., he (Ibrahim 
Effendi) being elsewhere.” : 

The foregoing requires no comment; the 
Government's action speaks for itself.—( Times 
World Copyright.)

Some uneasiness is felt here regarding the 
security of ‘fut-Ankh-Amen’s immeasurably 
valuable gold-covered mummy case, as well 
as for the many splendid treasures in the 
laboratory in the tomb, which are awaiting 
transport to Cairo. The peasantry of the 
Garnah region, sufrounding the Valley cf 
the Kings, is rather turbulently disposed, and 
they have a tradition, for many centuries, of 
tomb plundering in blood. ' 

The whole countryside is at present buzzing 
with reports that Tut-Ankh-Amen’s tomb is 
filled to the roof with masses of solid gold, 
and there is a real feeling of anxiety lest 
these stories should fire the -cupidity of the 
more reckless spirits among the fellahin. It 
is, therefore, much to be hoped that the 
present impasse, in ‘which neither one side 
nor the other is in complete control of the 
tomb, will be definitely put an-end to one 
way or the other.

‘A FURTHER OUTBREAK. - 
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The Ramsgate motor boat, Champion, went 
out yesterday to a ‘etch barge, which was 
wrecked on the Goodwins early in the week, 
with the object of recovering the anchor ‘and 
chain of the lifeboat, which were lost when it 
went out to the wreck on Wednesday. The 
motor boat found the mast of the vessel above. 
water, and lashed to it two of the crew, David 
Davis, of Newhaven, and Walter Farnes. 
They: were in-a state of exhaustion, and 
Farnies, who had been drinking sea. water, had 
to have hie boots cut off. Taken on board the 
motor boat they were given hot tea and food, 
}and on their arrival at Ramagate were con- 
veyed to hospital. 

Hamilton, . bound 
from Hamburg to London with cement. Two 
of the crew were drowned. She went ashore 
on Tuesday at midnight, and when the lifeboat 
went out to her on Wednesday the men were 
weer in the topsail for warmth, with the 
result that they were not seen. 

MASTER’S STORY. i 

Captain Farnes, master of the Lord Hamil- 
ton, in an interview yesterday afternoon, told 
the following story :— 

We went ashore at midnight on Tuesday 
in a fog, with our steering gear out of order. 
As soon as we stranded we loaded our punt 
with provisions and water, but, unfortunately, 
it broke adrift in the rising gale. We were 
forced to take to the rigging, all four of us 
scrambling up the solitary mast. Luckily, 
we grabbed plenty of matches, having two 
dozen boxes between us. With these we 
were able to burn flares, made from strips 
of canvas from the sail, but we could not 
draw the attention of either of the lightships 
or the look-out on the coast. It was a 
terrible night all Tuesday. On Wednesday 
morning. Alfred Deacon, aged 19,. fell from 
the mast into the sea and was drowned. His 
companion, Walter Medburst, also aged 19, 
and a cousin of Deacon, had to let go his 
hold also. He, too, was drowned, leavin 
only myself and David Davies, the deck hand, 

All night on Wednesday we cheered our- 
selves by singing some of our favourite songs, 
We managed to light a few cigarettes that 
night, which comforted us a great deal, We 
also burned more flares, but we could not 
catch anybody’s attention. 

On Thursday the wind and sea moderated, 
but it was still very rough on the Goodwins, 
and the mast we were lashed to rocked 
alarmingly. Our experiences were truly ter- 
rible. We had nothing to eat or drink—not 
a bite or sup from Tuesday soon after tea— 
and when the motor boat Champion came out 
from Ramsgate to investigate the wreck her 
crew were surprised to find us there at all, 
leave alone alive. 

A body has been. picked up at the base 
of the cliff at St. Margaret's Bay. It is that 
of a young seaman. wearing a lifebelt. and 
about twenty years of age. 
to be that of one of the two men who fell 
from the ketch.

| LOST ITALIAN’ CROSS: ' 


RESTORED TO CLERGYMAN BY 
GLASGOW COURT. 


After some years’ litigation in the Glasgow 
Sheriff Court, a Byzantime cross, which is 
reported to be valued at a quarter of a 
million, and which belonged to a church in 
the province of Aquila, Southern Italy, has to 
be returned to the parish priest. “There were 
two claimants—an Italian named Attilo 
Franche, at one time an ice cream shop 
assistant in Glasgow, and the Rev. Orsi 
Bartolomo Fu Andrea, Parish Priest of 
Bargocollefegato. 

The Sheriff said that it was a cross of the 
fourteenth century, and was stated to be of 
great value. It disappeared from the church 
in 1918, and sothing further was heard of it 
until May, 1921, when Franche offered it for 
sale in Glasgow. Franche's story was that 
he found it im the ruins of his family castle 
after the earthquake in Messina, Franche had 
returned to Italy, and evidence was taken on 
commission in that country.

The telegram that the strike 
shall ‘take place at twelve o'clock to- 
morrow ‘has again been confirmed; and 
there is no postponement, nothing having 
been submitted to us which would effect a 
settlement. It was the intention of the 
delegates to return to their respective dis- 
tricts to-night, but, at the special request 
of the Minister of Labour, we have agreed 
to assemble again at 11.30 in the morn- 
ing on the strict understanding, however, 
that this does not involve any postpone- 
ment of the operation of the strike 
notices.’’ : 


EMPLOYERS’ OFFER. 


ARBITRATION: REFUSED 
BY THE MEN. 


By Our Lasourn CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Friday. 

The dock strike was declared to-night 
shortly after eight o'clock. 

Aithough representatives of both sides were 
at the Ministry 4f-Labour from half-past four 
until seven o’cléck, there was no resumption 
of the joint rence. According to Mr. 
Bevin, the employers made no new sugges- 
tion that could be regarded as acceptable by 
the men. 

A statement by Mr. Grinling Harris, for 
the emplovers, showed that, in addition to 
conceding an increase of ls. a day, they 
ofiered, ‘‘in the national interest,” immediate 
arbitration on the second shilling. This was 
refuxed. 

The Minister of Labour evidently believes 
that the parties are near enough to warrant 
further peace efforts, and, in response to his 
urgent request, both sides have agreed to 
meet again at the Ministry of Labour this 
morning. | 

The men’s leaders are pessimistic, however, 
and if the strike takes place and continues 
next week it will be the most complete stop- 
pace at the ports ever known. 

The Stevedores’ Union, which includes some 
thousands of London dock and_ riverside 
workers, has tot yet announced what action 
it intends to take. 

The position of the Union leaders was ex- 
plained in the clearest language this after- 
goon by Mr. Ben Tillett, who declared that 
under no circumstances other than the con- 
cession. of the full 2s. could the strike noticés 
be suspended. 

Moreover, it was made known that the fol- 
| owing’ telegram had been sent to all officials 
of the doc}: workers in the country :—‘‘ Failing 
any counter-instructions between now and 
mid-day on Saturday, all men whose normal 
duy’s work finishes at -12 noon will strike at 
that time, and those whote shift usually 
finishes at one or two o'clock will strike at 
the end of those shifts. Grades oe on 
tide-work will strike at the completion of the 
tide nearest to noon. Lock-gate men will 
remain at work pending further instructions.” 

120,000 AFFECTED. 

There is little work done normally on Satur- 
day afternoon and Sunday, so that the full 
effects of the strike will not be felt until Mon- 


ay. 

About 120,000 dockers will be immediately 
involved in the strike, and. as the National 
Union of Railwaymen is calling out all mem- 
bers working at the docks,. there will be a 
complete severance of the link connecting the 
docks with the railways. The most serious 
aspect would be the possible holding up of 
food supplies, unless alternative arrangements 
are made bv the Government. 

A dock strike will necessarily hamper indus- 
tries which are dependent on supphes from the 
docks of raw materiale, and many thousands 
of other workers will be indirectly involved. 

Mr. Bevin's union controls the bulk of the 
men who drive the lorries and vans from the 
docks to the markets. and if they take sym- 
pathetic action Smithfeld, Covent Garden, and 
other London markets will be badly hit. 

POSITION AT LIVERPOOL, 

Liverpool dockers, to the number of thirty 

thousand, are disappointed at the strike, as 
they were hoping a compromise would be 
brought about. In anticipation of a break- 
down in the negotiatidns, ships and quays at 
Liverpool Docks have this week been cleared 
of perishable goods. : 
It is stated that the trouble will not extend 
to railway passenger services, but goods 
trains on the dock estate, especially those 
which load meat for conveyance to London, 
will be affected. 

A shore cang agreed to start at midnight to 
dock a White Star liner to-morrow morning, 
only on condition that they were allowed to 
cease work at twelve o'clock.

OBITUARY. 


MR. LIONEL MONCKTON, 


Mr. John Lionel Alexander Monckton, the 
composer and critic, died in London yesterday 
after an attack of influenza. . He was best 
known for his series of successes in London 
at the Gaiety Theatre, under Ahe management 
of the late Mr. George Edwardes. 

Mr. Monckton, who was 62 years of age, 
was the eldest son of the late Sir John 
Monckton, Town Clerk of the City of London, 
and of the late Lady Monckton, ‘the actress.

IRISH PILOT: KILLED. 


MACHINE WRECKED.

The Times says :—Flight Lieutenant G. H. 
H. Scutt, M.C., who came from New Ross, 
Ireland, was killed instantly in a flying acci- 
dent at Mawkinge Aerodrome, near Folke- 
stone, yesterday afternoon.

mained ignorant of the fact, they followed 
this up by proposing that the granting or 
with-holding of the second shilling should be 
determined by arbitration. The men’s 
leaders do not listen to this. They refuse 
any longer to argue upon the claim. They 
simply insist. If there were but a little 
more time for public opinion and calm re- 
flection to have play, the situation would 
appear far from hopeless. The danger is 
shortness of time, coupled with the fact that 
even while the work of mediation is being 
resumed the strike will be in force. But the 
rigid deadlock of several days’ duration has 
been broken through.

FORTHCOMING DEBATE, 


The Parliamentary Correspondent of The 
Times, referring to the forthcoming debate 
on the Liberal motion coneerning Poplar, 
writes :—There now seems to be little doubt 
that the sequel to the debate will be an in- 
timation by the Government of their intention 
of dealing with the reform of the Poor Law 
at the earliest possible moment.

NO LOCAL OPTION | 


THE CASE OF THE GOLFER 
AT THE 19% HOLE, 


AMUSING DEBATE, 


From Our Spectan PARLiAMENTaARY 
CORRESPONDENT, 
WESTMINSTER, Priday. 

An attempt to impose local option on Wale® 
failed to-day by reason of the fact that the 
motion for the closure at the end of the pro- 
ceedings was defeated by 229 to 201, thus 
preventing a division. 

The debate was more of the character of a 
full-dress affair than a casual Friday after- 
noon 's discussion, and the promoters of the 
Welsh Temperance Bill had at least the satis- 
faction of knowing that they secured a full 
House, even though they failed to obtain a 
second reading. i 

Mr. Hopkin Morris, the’ Independent 
Liberal member for Cardigan, in moving the 
second reading, argued that Wales was. en- 
titled to at least the same confrol of the 
liquor traffic which had been enjoyed by 
Scotland for a number of years. It was sug- 
gested that the bill should come into “opera 
tion in 1929, and that thereafter a poll should 
be taken every three years. 

“ Confiscation without compensation” was 
the verdict of Mr. J. C. Gould on the bill, in 
moving its rejection. He pictured the un- 
happy cing age which might follow if the 
bill became law. A golfer who ha pened to 
be carrying a.bottle of whiskey in Éis pocket, 
might think the nineteenth hole was an 
appropriate spot to tender hospitality to his 
opponent... And presumably he would make 
himself liable to a fine of £100 or six months’ 
He: Ari “MN Did anyone think all the 
jails in Wales would be commodious enouch 
to contain all the golfers who offended against 
such a law? 

Mr. Gould found a supporter in Mr. 
Mardy Jones, a Labour member, who con- 
sidered that it was the social system which 
was really at the root of the.drink evil. 
There was an unholy trinity supporting this 
system—strong drink, fast women, and slow 
horses. The United Kingdom Alliance had 
made the mistake of putting prohibition at 
the wrong end of the programme. The Car- 
lisle experiment. pointed the right road: to 
the solution of the drink problem. 

Speaking for the Government, Mr. Rhys 
Davies, the Under-Secretary for Home 
Affairs, could only offer a partial approval 
of the bill. They did not object to local 
option, but considered that the proposal to 
pasa the control of clubs in the hands of the 
icensing magistrates was rather too drastic 
a method of procedure. His personal views 
were that it was quite a mistake to suppose / 
that the only ete a in favour of temperance/ 
were those who never touched drink. Therd 
were people in Wales, with whom he was 
acquainted, who would be only too happy to 
vote for total. prohibition, by reason of tha 
fact that, failing it, they were tempted to 
take too much. : 

There were some humorous passages in the 
speech of Lady Astor. Her dictum was that 
no party was sound when it came to the 
question of drink. Then she complained 
that a very weak case had been submitted by 
a Government pledged to temperance reform. 
Her own tk might be réactionary, but it 
was, at least, honest. There were many cries 
of “Oh!” at this, but Lady Astor, quite un- 
perturbed, went on to say that it was not so 
much the bill, as the principle, she was fight- 
ing for. If she did not have the whole of 
her party at her back, she had the best of 
them. As for the Labour Party. they had 
got cold feet and weak hearts. Quite a roar 
of laughter broke out when she likened -her- 
self to John the Baptist crying in the-wilder- 
ness. 

Admiral Sir Guy Gaunt alleged that the pill 
was ouly supported” by a small ‘band of 
fanatics.“ This term fanatics was not at all to 
the liking of Mr. Kirkwood, who asked 
whether such a phrase was in order. 

The Speaker, with a humour which de- 

lighted the house, thought that the hon. mem- 
ber should take it as a compliment.

The measure was, at all 
events, entitled to a second reading, even if 
there was not a measure of agréement to all 
its clauses. What was weated was complete 
liberty to experiment In our present situa- 
tion we ought not to be carrying a drink 
bill of nearly 200 millions a year. The less 
drink there was consumed, the greater in- 
crease there would be in building and a 
quickening of trade, because people would 
have more money to spend upon things which 
created labour. 

Mr. Snowden, the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, gave his whole-hearted support to 
the principles of the bill, which was based 
on the rights of the democracy. It was now 
four o'clock, and the bill was in danger of 
being talked out. The closure was accord- 
ingly moved, ‘with the rather remarkable re- 
suit that the motion was defeated by 229 
votes to 201. This led to the adjournment of 
the debate, but in practice it means that the 
bill will not see the light again—this session, 
at all events.

PURCHASE PROPOSAL 
REJECTED. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer, Me, 
Snowden, in a written answer to a Parlia- 
mentary: question, discloses the terms of the 
Burma Ou Company's recent offer to buy the 
Government Anglo-Persian Oil shares, which 
was refused by the present Cabinet. The 
price offered for the 5,000,000 shares was 
approximately £20,000,009, which would have 
shown a profit of roughly £15,000,000 on the 
original investment. 

Mr. Snowden states that “ the price offered 
appears to have been between £35 15s. and 
£4. This would have represented a profit of 
nearly £5 a share on the original price, and 
of about £1 a share on the current market 
price of 5,000,000 shares. His Majesty's 
Government were satisfied, on a full examina- 
tion by the Departments concerned, of the 
proposal that it would not have been in the 
national interest to part with the shares to a 
combine, and, in particular, that Naval in- 
terésts, from which the. original investment in 
an independent oil company was made, would 
have been seriously prejudiced. I would 
add—As the existence of any doubt in the 
matter is unfair to the Anglo-Persian Oil Com- 
pany, that His Majesty's Government have no 
intention whatever of reconsidering their deci-

The crowned 
heads, brave generals, skilled statesmen, wise 
divines, great artistes, might say: “ He that 
reads the voyages of Ferdinand Mendez Pinto 
shal! find that there he declares to have found 
a king and several priests a fishing.” 

And you of the noisy, living peoples have 
little thought how pleasant is the discourse of 
Mr. Izaak Walton and his “ old-fashioned 
poetry,” choicely good,"’ when the doors of the 
gallery are shut to you.
